! Johnson  advised  students  to  keep

I sends  the  classification.  Any  delay 
! may  be  decisive. 

! HE  MENTIONED  that  each  stu- 
i dent  should  make  sure  the  board 
I received  the  student’s  notice  of 
the  change  of  status.  This  may  be 
done  by  going  to  the  Admissions  Of- 
fice on  Feb.  21. 

Johnson  also  said  students 
should  investigate  other  military 
possibilities,  such  as  AFROTC  re- 
serves and  National  Guard  enlist- 


ments. This  should  be  done  direct- 
ly with  each  representative  to  avoid 
misinformation,  he  continued.  He 
mentioned  that  as  of  last  week 
there  were  30  vacancies  with  the 
Army  Reseiwes. 

DR.  JOHNSON  said  that  he  will 
help  the  students  on  any  questions 
or  problems  they  may  have.  His 
office  is  at  A-183  Smoot  Admini- 
stration Bldg.  Delays  may  be  cost- 
ly, he  added.

THE  STUDENTS  will  return  to 
their  homes  in  the  spring,  when 
the  semester  has  terminated  in 
Europe.

Modern  Science  Uses 
Art  Of  Glass  Blowing 


A centuries-old  art  that  was  im- 
portant during  the  Israelites’  cap- 
tivity in  Egypt  is  proving  to  be  a 
valuable  asset  to  modern  research- 
ers at  BYU. 

GLASS  BLOWING,  which  many 
people  erroneously  consider  to  be  a 
dying  field,  is  being  used  to  create 
specialized  glass  objects,  not  avail- 
able commercially,  for  scientific 
experiments. 

Oliver  T.  Zavoda,  a refugee  from 
the  abortive  1956  Hungarian  revolt, 
is  a full  time  glass  blower  at  BYU. 
He  came  to  the  United  States  three 
years  ago  from  Canada,  where  he 
had  been  living  following  his  escape 
and  joined  the  BYU  staff. 

THERE  ARE  ONLY  approxi- 
mately 1000  skilled  glass  blowers  in 
the  United  States  today,  Mr.  Zav- 
oda said,  and  most  of  these  are 
from  Europe.  Mr.  Zavoda  learned 
the  art  as  a boy  in  Hungary,  where 
he  attended  a four-year  school  and 
gained  practical  experience. 

Glass  blowers  melt  silica,  clear 
sand  or  quartz  crystals  at  an  in- 
tense temperature,  and  reshape  it. 
Most  use  a gas  flame  because  of  its 
consistency  of  heat. 


DECADES  AGO  artisans,  blow- 
ing on  glass  tubes  with  their  own 
breath,  created  bottles,  vases, 
graceful  glass  animals  and  other 
ornaments,  baubles,  jewelry,  and 
other  objects  limited  only  by  their 
own  imagination. 

Mr.  Zavoda,  however,  is  given 
specific  assignments  by  BYU  sci- 
entists. He  devises  glass  spiral 
tubes  within  tubes,  series  of  glass 
chambers,  flasks  within  flasks,  and 
other  objects  with  precise  measure- 
ments necessary  in  carrying  out  ad- 
vanced chemical  and  physical  ex- 
periments. 

WHEN  ASKED  how  long  it  takes 
to  become  a skilled  glass  blower, 
Mr.  Zavoda  replied,  “How  long 
does  it  take  to  become  a good  violin 
player?  It  all  depends  on  the 
amount  of  time  and  effort  you  put 
into  it.” 

Mr.  Zavoda  observed  that  mech 
anization  has  given  the  Americar 
glass  blower  a “third  hand”.  In- 
stead of  having  to  hold  and  force 
air  through  the  molten  glass,  the 
technician  is  free  to  shape  with 
both  hands,  which  leads  to  greater 
accuracy.
